EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

The application has been amended as follows: 
in claim 3, line 1 , delete - - or 2 - -. 

Note that this is necessary for the case to issue since claim 2 was canceled by 
the Applicants. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 , 3-7 and 9-42 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art fails to 
show or fairly suggest a positioner comprising: a base and a sample platform 
moveable relative to the base; a drive mechanism arranged to act between the 
base and the sample platform; a plurality of levers extending away from each 
other, the levers supporting the sample platform and being connected to the drive 
mechanism so that actuation of the drive mechanism is transmitted under 
mechanical advantage of the levers to position the sample platform, wherein each 
lever is rotatably mounted on a fulcrum, thereby subdividing the levers into inner 
and outer arms with the inner arms connected to the drive mechanism and the 
outer arms supporting the sample platform; and support walls that connect to the 
levers by flexible connections to form the fulcrums. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
